An inquest conducted Monday by Dep-| 
uty Coroner Fath inte the death. of 
Harry Soldofsky, 2-year-old son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Samuel Soldofsky of 1454 Cass 
avenue, resulted in a verdict that death 
resulted from tetanus, caused by vac- 
cination, and was accidental. 

Health Commissioner Starkloff, after 
an investigation conducted by himself 
and Assistant Health Commissioner Jor- 
dan, declared that the tetanus was not 
caused by. the virus used in vaccinating 
the child. 

When Jordan heard of the verdict 


that had been returned by Deputy Fath 
he visited Fath and argued that, inas- 
much as an investigation was in prog- 
ress to determine the cause of the teta- 
nus, Fath should not attempt to deter- 
mine the cause from the incomplete evi- 
dence before him. Fath agreed to 
change the verdict so as to have it state 
the cause of the tetanus was unknown. 

According to the report of Jordan, the 
‘boy was taken to the city dispensary 
May 20, and was vaccinated by Dr. J. A. 
Smith. June 5 his mother brought h-« 
again and there was a severe ulceration 
of the arm from the vaccination. He 
was brought back again June 8, 9, 11 and 
18 and the arm was treated. 

On the evening of June 13 the boy was 
taken to Dr. C. G. Rohlfing, Hogan 
street and Cass avenue, who diagnosed 
tetanus and advised the child’s removal 
to the Children’s Hospital. 

Dr. W. A. Smith, at the hospital, 
found a hole in the-child’s arm, an 
inch in diameter and half an inch deep, 
alongside the vaccination wound. Ther? 
"was also an inflamed puncture wound 
of the right foot. Sections of bot 
wounds have been submitted to Citz 
Bacteriologist Harris. 

Starkloff and Jordan say the tetanus 
could not have been caused by the virus, 
as it did not develop for 24 days, where:- 
as if it had been caused by the virus i: 
would have developed in eight or nine 
days. They think that the infection 
was from the foot and not the arm. 

The child’s father testified that when 
the child was taken to the city dispen- 
sary the last time, June 13, his jaws 
had already begun to set, but the doctor 
there did not disclose the dangerous 
condition or tell the parents what to do.

Wound on Foot Treated at 


When Miss Marguerite Miller, then 
a Soldan High School pupil, went two 
years. ago to the Kaw reservation in 
Oklahoma, where her father had been 
made ‘agent, she expected to find the 
Indians very interesting.

Miss Miller returned to St. Louis, and 
the young Indian soon appeared here 
also. He entered a business college, 
and began a course which will end early 
next winter. 

Then, Miss Miller has just informed 
her St. Louis friends, there will be a 

Christmas wedding at the Kaw reser- 
vation, and she will be the bride of the 
chief’s son, M. Be'lmard. 

Friends of the engaged pair said Mon- 
day that they presented a striking con- 
trast in appearance.

LIGHTNING KILLS THREE 


HAVANA, June 19.—The first human 
parts to be recovered from-the wreck of 
the American battleship Maine were 
discovered today when workmen re- 
moving mud and debris from the spar 
deck just forward of the after super- 
the blackened 
and coral-encrusted bones of a left 
forearm and right foot. 


The bones were taken in charge by an 
undertaker and placed in a receptacle 
aboard the collier Leonidas. Of course, 
there is nothing to suggest identifica- 
tion, but it is hoped that this may be 
established by the subsequent discovery 
of other ebjects in the immediate vicin- 
ity. 

The water in the cofferdam inclosing 
the wreck had been lowered 13 feet be- 
low normal this forenoon, revealing con- 
siderably more of the craft, especially 
amidships. A syperficial examination of 
the most recently uncovered portions 
has tended somewhat to revive the hope 
that it will prove pessible to float a 
part of the hull. 


Steel Nothing but Rust. 
Almogfé unidentifiable pieces of rust 


takén from the wreck of the 
Maine were steel bayonets the 
night the battleship was sunk. They 
were recovered in an ammunition box 
such as is customarily distributed about 
the decks, and which contained car- 
tridges for the naval service rifle. The 
clips of the cartridges were well pre- 
served. 

The disintegrating of the bayonets is 
bclieved to have been the result of gal- 
vanic action between the steel and brass 
cartridges in the medium of sea water. 
. This gives rise~esto’ spéettlation re- 
gerding the effect of galvanic action 
en portions of the hull still under water, 
cr which depends greatly the possibility 
that the hull may not retain sufficient 
strength to warrant the expectation of 
ficating any portion.’ 

LBinuner Plates Intact. 

A curious relic of the great disaster 
has been found. The explorers last 
night and this morning recovered plates 
and other chinaware in the officers’ 
quarters. Some pieces were identified 
later as parts of the dinner service of 
the Captain's and wardroom messes. 

All were in a good state of preserva- 
tion and were found piled up as they 
had been left by the stewards after 
the last dinner. 

Pathetically solemn was the discovery 
of an officer’s dress sword found behind 
the forward port side door leading from 
the officers’ quarters to the spar deck. 
This door was found closed, but on being 
forced open the sword was seen upright

WASHINGTON, June 19.—Ten million 


dollars in common stock that has since 


earned $2,500,000 in dividends, was the 

personal reward given to H. O. Have- 

meyer for combining. “three very good 
refineries,’’ and thus creating the Na- 
tional Sugar Refining Co.

' Post, president of the National Sugar

did represent, he finally answered: 

“Well, here were three refineries put 
together.”’ 

Asked how Havemeyer got possession 
ef the stock, the witness laconically 
replied: | 

“I sent it to him a few days after I 
received it.’’ 

Take Up Castoms Frauds, 

The Committee on Expenditures in the 
Treasury Department began work on

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TRIAL OF SLAYER 
OF VON PHUL {5 
POSTPONED A DAY 


Defense to Insist Both Murder 
Charges Against Henwood Be 
Tried at Same Time. 





DENVER, Colo., June 19.—The trial 
of Harold F. Henwood for the murder 
of Sylvester von Phul, set for today, 
Was postponed until tomorrow, because 
of the illness of Judge Whitford’s 
brother. . 

Counsel for Henwood will make a 
strenuous effort to have Henwood’s ar- 
raignment include not only the charge 
of murder, based on the death of von 
Phul, but also that of George FF. Cope- 
land, a wealthy mining man of Victor, 
Colo. 


Copeland Suit to Re Pressed. 
‘It can be stated on good authority that 


an effort will be made to convict Hen- 
wood on the Copeland charge and have 
the charge against him, due to von 
Phul’s death, generally continued. 

The purpose of this is to keep the 
name of Mrs. John W. Springer out of 
the courts in connection ‘with the 
tragedy. 

Mrs. Springer will mot be called in the 
“opeland case against Henwood, accord- 
ing to the present plan. 

Henwood’s lawyer is John T. Bottom, 
2 close friend of Jack Cudahy, the Kan- 
sas City meat packer, who in turn was 
von Phul’s chum and has much influ- 
ence with the von Phul family. 

It was at the instance of a mutual 
friend of von Phul and Cudahy that he 
was retained for Henwood, and Springer 
will pay Bottom’s fee. 

These facts make it likely that Mrs. 
Springer will not appear in thé .case. 

The motion for a continuance, if it 
is made today, will be only for effect, 
according to the authority referred,to 
because the real intention !s to send 
Henwood to the penitentiary as quick: 
ly as possible on the Copeland charge 


Woman Is Ill, 
Springer is no longer president of tha 


Continental Trust Co., having retire: 
from that place after the tragedy. Thve 
report is that he resigned voluntarily. 
Mrs. Springer, whose illness is one of 
the reasons for her not appearing at 
the trial of Henwood, is treating with 
her husband for a settlement out of 
court of his divorce suit against her. 
He has offered her $25,000, it is said. 
but she is holding out for $100,000~— 
a sum Springer could easily afford, 
as he is a millionaire several times 
over. , 

This is the inside account of the sit- 
uation as it now stands. 

Von Phu! and Copeland were killed in 
the Brown Palace Hotel bar May 24, 
and it developed subsequently that v®n 
Phul and Henwood had been attentive 
to Mrs. Springer, who ts handsome and 
much younger than her rich husband. 


“DEAD MAN’S HAND” 
FOUND WITH BODY 


Aces and Eights Won for Martin 
Nedrich and Shooting 


Followed. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., June 19.—Beside the 
body of a ‘slain man the police of Du- 
quesne found the poker hand, aces and 
eights, Known to seme as the ‘dead 
man’s hand,” and some money that is 
supposed to have been the last poker 
winnings of the victim. The cards lay 
scattered to the right of the body, a few 
paces away. 

The man, identified as Martin Nedrich, 
22, of Duquesne, had been shat through 
the head. Robbery was not the motive, 
for the money of the yictim had been 
left untouched and the playing cards by 
his side indicated that there had been a 
row over the game in which he had 
been shot to death. 

The body lay in a clump of bushes, 
where it probably had been hurled to 
prevent early discovery of the crime. 
The police arrested a white man and 
two negroes at Wilmerding. One ne- 
gr» had stains in his shirt front and 
the police are trying to prove that he 
helped to carry the body into hiding.

ITLECAMORRA 
“RN EXPECTED 
AT FOUR COURTS 


Hostile Factions of Little Italy 
Will Attend Sansone 
Murder Trial. 





Defended by a trio of highly-paid law- 
yers whom a strong faction of his coun- 
trymen have contributed from their 
scant means to employ, Antonio San- 
sone, a banana peddler, went to trial in 
Judge McQuillin's court Monday for the 
murder of Giuseppe Camarata. His at- 
torneys were Jeptha D. Howe, T. T. 
Fauntleroy and John 8. weahy. 


Camarata, who was hacked to death 
with a banana Knife by Sansone Sept. 
12 last, had his friends, too, and they 
have formed a faction hostile to the 
friends of the man on trial, and have 
employed Charlies P, Johnson to aid in 
the prosecution. 

When the evidence begins it is antici- 
pated that the two factions will crowd 
the courtroom and that the bitter feel- 
ing, if not the wild outward scenes, of 
the Camorra trial in Viterbo, Italy, will 
be manifest to American-born specta- 
tors and will make the case one of in- 
terest. 

The friends of the *prisoner and of his 
victim were not in evidence when San- 
one was arraigned, as it was understood 
and had been generally made knuwn tw 
them by the lawyers that the selection 
of the jury would take at least a aay. 

Fought Before Crowd. 

Sansone and Camarata were business 
rivals, pushing banana carts in the same 
downtown neighborhood. They wyuar- 
reled at a fruit auction at Fourth street 
and Franklin avenue over a cuztomer 
whom Sansone accused Camarata of 
having taken away from him. 

Other peddlers who were near the wer 
saw Sansone’s banana knife and Cama- 
rata’s revolver flash and heard Cama- 
rata fire at his enemy once. Then they 
saw Sansone attack him furiously wth 
the knife, slashing and stabbing him 
repeatedly, until the victim’: scre wns 
ceased and his form was quiet. When 
Camarata’s body was examined, 2 
wounds were found. 

Sansome made an immediate plea of 
self-defense, saying that Camarata had 
fired before he wielded the knife. On 
the understanding that this was the 
case, the Circuit Attorney’s office issued 
a warrant charging murder in the sec- 
ond degree. 

Then Camarata’s friends organized 
and employed Attorney Johnson. He 
took the matter before the grand jury, 
and an indictment charging murder in 
the first degree was the fesult. San- 
some has since been in jail. 

Assistan Circuit Attorney Shaner will 
co-operate with Attorney Johnson in the 
prosecution. A. number of witnesses, 
countrymen of the prisoner, have been 
summoned by both sides, and the court- 
room will be guarded in the attempt to 
prevent any intimidation of witnesses.

CUTLERY VALUED 
AT MILLIONS IN 
CUSTOMS FRAUD 


Government Agents Find Plot 
to Swindle Government Cov- 
_ ering Several Years. 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—Frauds 
amounting to several million dollars on 
duties of importations of cutlery during 


the last few years have been discovered |: 


hy secret agen‘; of the customs service 


|} Who have been working in this country 


and in the Solingen district of Ger- 
many, whence most of the imports come 
to the United States. 

Secretary of the ‘Treasury MacVeagh 
began the investigation several months 
ago. It is not sufficiently completed 
to say what action may be taken to re- 
cover the duties of which, it is alleged, 
the Government has been defrauded. 
Neither is jt known if there will be crim- 
inal prosecutions. 

Custom officers say the peculiar con- 
struction of the cutlery schedule of the 
tariff had given opportunity for im- 
mense frauds on comparatively small 
undervaluations. 

A seizure of cutlery made in New York 
Saturday fllustrates that fact. On 43 
cases ‘of cutlery, entered as having a 
valuation of $10,243, an undervalugtion of 
only $868 was found, but on that one 
seizure the Government had been de- 
frauded of $3887 in duties. The duty on 
cutlery is very high. 

The customs service has been ham- 
rered in its. work by the lack of expert 
evidence for the Government. 

The special customs agents, however, 
have collected from the Sollingen dis- 
trict complete samples of every kind of 
cutlery which comes to the United 
States. 

. An organized campaign of searches 
and seizures will be prosecuted from 
now on in an endeavor to break up the 


frauds.

INCENDIARY SEEN AT WORK 
NEAR THE THREE BIG FIRES 





Man Was Lighting Matches by Shed on Which 
Oil Had Been Sprinkled—Escaped 
When Chased. 





An evident attempt of incendiarism in 
the neighporhood of Gravois and Comp- 
ton avenues, closely following three 
successive night fires in which more 
than $1,000,000 damage was done, aroused 
the police and Fire Prevention Bureau 
to extra efforts Monday to learn wheth- 
er a firebug was responsible for the 
serious blazes. 

William Wachendorf of 3193 Gravois 
avenue saw a man striking matches at 


11 p. m. Saturday beside a shed back of 
Henry Wiese’s home, 3831 South Comp- 
ton avenue, and aroused Louis Strohl, 
whose saloon is below Wachendorf’s 
room. Together they ran across the 
lots and saw the man fleeing. 

Policemen who were summoned found 
burnt matches on the ground, and dis- 
covered that the walls and top of the 
shed had been dampened with kerosene. 
A tomato can halfful of the oil was 
found. 

Excitement in! Neighborhood. 

The attempt at incenciarism created 
excitement in that neighborhood on ac- 
count of the fires in which two planing 
mills and a distillery were destroyed. 

The nearest mill to the shed is the 
Gravois Planing Mill at 3100 Gravois 
avenue, two blocks away, and the near- 
est plant of consequence is the Union 
Brewery, 200 feet away. 

Wiese knew of no reason why anyone 
should burn his shed, which is of slight 
value, and the police conclusion was 
that the man Wachendorf saw was a 
crank. 

Inspector McMullen had advanced the 
theory that the planing mill fires, if they 
were incendiary, were the work of a 
crank, and there was speculation as to 
whether the incident Saturday night 
bore out that theory. Detectives who 
had investigated the lumber fires re- 


perted that they were unable to estab- 
lish any motive for incendiarism. 

There were two fires in South St. 
Louis, both of unexplained origin, Sun- 
day evening. One was in a Missouri Pa- 
c‘fic Railroad toolhouse at Ewing av- 
enue and the Mill Creek Valley. Fred 
Earnest, who has a restaurant at 822 
scuth Ewing avenue, told policemen that 
he saw a man running out of the tool- 
house and along the avenue just before 
the fire broke out. The toolhouse was 
destroyed. 


Building on Fire. 
The other fire was in a vacant office 


building at Ewing and Chouteau av- 
enues, twe blocks away. It was. ex- 
tinguished before it had done much dam- 
age. 

Investigation continues of the fire Sat- 
urday night which destroyed the plant 
of the Jack Daniel Distilling Co., 4000 
Duncan avenue. Officials of the com- 
pany believe the fire was incendiary. 

Walter L. Dearman, manager of 
the plant, said there was nothing in 
the distillery to cause a fire, and cer- 
fainly nothing on the third floor, 
where, policemen thought, the blaze 
originated. J. B. Motlow, a brother 
of the president .of the distillery, 
slept with another man on that flogr, 
but both were out when the fire 
started. 

Theory as to Origin. 

Dearman expressed belief that some- 
one set fire to a porch between tha 
stocksheds and the main plants. It 
was ther® that William Heck, the 
nightwatchman, first saw the flames. 
While he was giving an alarm, Dear- 
man said, the flames shot across the 
third floor and were seen by police- 
men. ' 

Other officials of the company 
they shared Dearman’s theory, 
none could advance a possible 
tive for incendiarism.

The extreme high prices of vegetables 
and berries has caused the housewives 
to buy canned godds instead of the raw 
product, according to commission mer- 
chants on Produce Row. Thif has 
caused a drecrease in the demand for 


vegetables, but the scarcity in supply} 


holds up the prices in all lines. The 
increased buying of canned goods has 
resulted in a large increase in the quoted 
prices of canned goods packed this year. 
This advance will be noticed particularly 
next winter. 

The hot weather and drouth has al- 
most destroyed the early crop of home- 
grown vegetables, merchants say. The 
rain Sunday and future rains may help 
late vegetables, but the moisture is too 
late to increase the early supply. 

The city' resident witlf a small garden 
and a hose, who keeps his growing vege- 
tab!es well watered, is the autgcrat in 
the vegetable line this season.” Those 
who would be satisfied to live on 
watermelons and canteloupes could prob- 
ably get through the season without 
paying record-breaking prices. Water- 
melcns and cantaloupes are much more 
plentiful than in recent years and are 
cheap. 

Mauy Hucksters Quit. 

Many vegetables are so high in price 
that hucksters and small grocers can- 
rot afford to handle them. Many huck- 
sters have quit business temporarily. 

Home-grown vegetables have advanced 
in price from 2% per cent to 100 per cent, 
ac@ording to Unfon Market dealers, in 
the last two weeks. The price in many 
lines is from 30 per cent to 300 per cent 
bigher than a year ago. 

Home-grown string beans that sold 
this time last year at 75 cents a bushel 
brought $3.50 a bushel on the market 
Monday, and are scarce. Peas sold for 
$2.4 Last year they 
trought $1.50 a bushel. String beans 
ir. small quantities sold two weeks ago 
at 5 cents a quart. Monday they are 
auoted at 15 cents a quart.* 

Lettuce Price Goes Up. 

. The crop of home-grown lettuce has 
been almost totally destroyed by the 
hot weather. The price of shipped let- 
tuce has advanced about 50 per cent in 
two weeks, and the quality is pr, Peas 
have jumped 20 cents a peck ft ..vice in 
the last week. The price now is 75 cents 
a peck. Cabbage, which ld last year 
at 40 cents a box of 12 heads, now 
brings $1 a box. 

New potatoes still hold the record of 
quick increase in price. The retail price 
now is $2.50-a bushel. Two weeks ago 
they could be bought for 35 cents a 
peck. A year ago the price was $1.50 a 
bushel. 

Red raspberries were plentiful last 
year at $2atray. This year they sell for 
$2.75 a tray and are scarce. Tomatoes 
are scarce and of me quality. Two 
weeks ago they sold at 25 cents a basket. 
Monday the price is 40 cents a basket. 


Many Buy Cannéd Goods, 

Housewives can buy canned vege- 
tables and berries now cheaper than 
they can get the raw product, accord- 
ing to W. F. Bentzen of the Bentzen 
Commission Co. He said the extensive 
buying 6f canned goods. now has de- 
creased the demand and has kept the 
prices from soaring higher. Hotels and 
restaurants are buying vegetables ia

There is no pros- 
pect for relief until individuals shall 
be held personally responsible for their 
violation of the criminal law. I’ve been 

talking that for 10 years.” 

n Worth Kern, Indiana's present 


~ Democratic substitute for Albert J. Bev- 
erldge in the United States Senate and 
the Democratic candidate for Vice-Presi- 
Gent.in the last Bryan campaign, was 
the speaker. Kern's legal attainments 
and his long experience in politics al- 
ready have earned him an influential 
voice in Democratic Senate councils. 

“Then the recent dissolution decisions 
against the Standard Oil and American 
Tobacco companies by the Supreme 
Court do not promise to solve the trust 
problem?’ he was asked. 

“They do not,” was Kernh’s answer. 
“And there is no prospect that other 
d.ssolution prosecutions to be brought 
against trusts under the civil sections 
of the Sherman law will compei :he 
trusts to good belravior.” 

“Dissolved” Trusts to Survive. 

“Do you think the concerns compris- 
ing the ‘dissolved’ trusts can devise 
some legal cobweb under which to con- 
tinue their combines?’ 

“It is very possible,” Senator Kern 
said dryly. 

“Have your constituents shown a de- 
sire for criminal prosecutions?” 

“Our Indiana people feel deeply that 
trust officials who violate the criminal 
law ought to be punished by imprison- 
ment, like any other offender. I get 
@ good many letters to that effect.’ 

“Do you think Col.. Roosevelt is ac- 
curate when he calls the Sherman law 
‘archaic’ because he describes its pur- 
pose as the restoration of the former 
curmpetitive system of single concerns:”’ 

“I do not agree with Col. Roosevelt. 
We must have competition. Under all 
recognized economic principles, competi- 

'*tion is necessary for the welfare of the 
_ People, generally speaking.”’ 
“What do you think of Col. Roose- 
_Velts other proposition to apply the 
present railroad regulation system, 
through the Interstate Commerce Com- 
taission, to ‘great combinations of capi- 
<aiy 

“The objection to that,” said Senator 
Kern, “is that the railroad is a legiti- 
mate business, a public service corpora- 
tion, while the tnust is a violation of 
the criminal law. Col. Roosevelt’s pro- 
posal would confess a failure of the 
United States Government to deal with 
crime, and it would be an offer of a 
compromise with law-breakers.”’ 

Could Revoke Licenses. 

“Could the Government | revoke the li- 
cense of any ‘combination of capital’ 
found guilty of forbidden practices In 
‘tnterstate commerce?” 

“Congress has.plenary.power vver in- 
terstate Commerce and its instrumen- 
talities. I see no legal objection t> the 
revocation of the license as a penal‘y,” 
Serator Kern said. 

“The special session will taka no ac- 
tion, but-I-think the trust problem will 
be a live issue in the next pres‘dential 
campaign. The tariff and the trust is- 
Sues #re 80 interrelated that they wil

CHICAGO, June 19.—Counseél for Eve- 
lyn Arthur See, founder of the “abso- 
lute life’ cult, and now charged with 
the abduction of Mildred Bridges, out- 
lined the plan of defense when See’s 
trial was resumed today.

Government Lawyers , Outside 
Department of Justice Work 
Hard for Low Salaries. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch 
WASHINGTON, June  19.—Approxi- 
mately $1,000,000 has been expended by 
the Department of Justice to special 
ccunsel in trust-busting and alien cases 
during two years under the appropria- 
tion for the enforcement of the Sher- 
man law. The progress made by the 
Taft administration in enforcing the 
Sherman act has been marked by th3 
retention of high-priced outside lawyers. 
These big fees have been paid to spe-

Figures in Special Report. 

These figures occur in a special report 
submitted by Attorney-General Wicker- 
sham toe the House’ Committee on Ex- 
penditures tn the Department of Justice. 
The:statement declares that from March 
5, 1909, to May 31, 1911, a total of $845,- 
184.56 was thus \disbursed to “special 
assistants to the Attorney-General or to 
district attorneys.”’ 

All this is aside from the regular ex- 
pense of maintaining the department, 
where there are an Attorney-General, 
Solicitor General, a corps of assistant 
attorneys-general and a special assistant 
to the Attorney-General. There are nu- 
merous law clerks who are really law- 
‘yers working for the department. 

There has been much disaffection over 
the liberality the Government shows to 
the special assistants. In various other 
departments the Government employs 
many lawyers at modest salaries. Great 
cases, involving the Interstate Commerce 
and other laws and public domain, are 
carried to the Supreme Court and there 
-rgued—and won—by lawyers on $3000 to 
$4000 salaries. 

Disaffection Among Lawyers. 

These lawyers occupy humble posi- 
tions, giving all their time to the Gov- 
ernment. They are pitted against the 
greatest corporation lawyers in the coun- 
try, but they get no big fees as special 
essistants. Nobody except the fortunate 
cues in the Department of Justice gets 
these. 

The result of this apparent discrimina- 
tion is disaffection on the part of the 
rien who work all the time and draw 
the small salaries, while the more fa- 
yvored ones get the big cases, the big 
publicity, the big opportunities and the 
big fees. 

These are the aspects that have been 
interesting Chairman Beall and his com- 
mittee.

IS DEAD IN KENTUCKY 


Former Missourian Was Legisla- 
tor, Attorney-General, Con- 


gressman and Governor, 


LEBANON, Ky., June 19.—James Proe- 
tor Knott, former Governor of Kentucky 
and prominent for many years in Con- 
gress, is dead at his home in this city. 


He was &2 years old. He had been en- 
fectled and partially blind for several 
years.

MISSOURI’S EXPEDIENT SON. 

Senator Reed’s insistence upon an obligation 
of loyalty to Folk ag Missouri’s candidate for 
the Democratic presidential nomination is 
merely a statement of his own view with re- 
gard to the binding character of his own pledge 
and of those who joined with him in indorsing 
the Folk candidacy, as he frankly admits, for 
easons of party expediency. ' 

The object of the indorsement, according to 
the Senator’s expressed view, was to hearten 
the State mocracy, eliminate factional differ- 
ences and harmonize the party for the election. 

The reasons the Senator now gives for 
sticking to the Folk indorsement as binding is 
that “to do anything else would be to create 
discord and acrimony which would result dis- 
astrously.” We do not find in his public ut- 
terance a word about the presidential measure 
of ex-Gov. Folk, of his standing with the Dem- 
ocracy of the country as a candidate or of his 
fitness to lead the Democrats of the country in 
the crisis of its recent history, when victory 
depends wholly upon wise counsels and the 
right kind of leadership. Senator Reed offers 
no argument But State party expediency and 
wastes no flowers of rhetoric on ne merits of 
the candidate. 

The basis of the legitmacy of Folk’s claim to 
the succession as Missouri’s favorite is the Folk 
banquet at the Southern hotel last June. But 
when were banquets adopted as the means by 
which the Democratic party of Missouri issued 
its mandates, defined its platforms or pledged 
its fealty? Have they been substituted for 
primaries and conventions? What of the views 
and declarations of the leaders and the rank 
and file of the party who were not at the ban- 
quet table and who had no opportunity to voice 
their will in the subsequent conventions of can- 
didates and committeemen?

But the fac- 
tory inspectors are still required to report fully 
to the State Labor Commissioner, and the law 
charging the Labor Commissioner with the duty 
of supervision of the sanitary and general condi- 
tions of the workers has not been repealed. There 
are large factories ovtside the big cities, and the 
laboring population everywhere looks to the State 
Labor Bureau for protection. 

That the tendency ‘1as been too much toward the 
gathering of a‘vertising statistics, is shown by 
the fact that former labor commissioners have 
omitted to include in their annual reports the 
facts and figurés regarding factory and mine in- 
spection, as required by law. There is little in the 
reports about the improvement in sanitation, safe- 
ty and general conditions for the workers as the 
result of the bureau’s activities; but there are full- 


bor headquarters and leaders. These are inter- 
esting, but it is the general opinion that a labor 
bureau ought to conccrn itself primarily. with the 
welfare of the wage-earning population. The free 
employment agencies are a part of the State Labor 
Bureau and dan be greatly improved. The bureau 
should strive to become a real aid to the work- 
ers as well as a gatherer of statistics.

Trusts and Machinery. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Dissolving the trust may make competition for 
and help merchants, but will not help working 
people, tradesmen and those young people growing 
up desiring to learn trades. If trusts or com- 
binations are bad for the merchants, I think 
steam shovels should be abolished and not allowed 
to be used so as more workmen could use hand, 
shovels; the shoe factories’ large machinery ought 
not be allowed, as the shoemaker who has only 
hand tools cannot compete with the combined -tool 
(or macHine). It takes less people to make shoes 
with the machine than by hand, so the machine, 
which is a combination of tools, is in restraint of 
labor. | 

If one trust is bad, then if all are investigated 
they will be found bad or unlawful, and if one 
machine should be abolished—and it seems the 
machines should be if the trusts are—machinery 
and trusts @o hand in hand and are in every in- 
dustry. Without the machinery trusts would be 
useless. It seems to me these combinations both 
should be investigated by the ones who should 
attend to that business and put them out of the 
way if they should be put out.

THE E NEW 14INCH GUN.

The Navy’s new 14-inch gun is 53 feet 6 inches 


long’ and weighs 65 tons. 

Each gun costs $74,700 to build and $53,000 aa- 
ditional is needed to construct the mount. 

The shell discharged by the gun weighs 1400 
pounds. Including shell and powder, it costs $700 
to discharge the gun, but it must remembered, in 
actual warfare, the shell is despatched against a 
floating battery that cost millions of dollars. 

As the shell leaves the muzzle of the gun, its 
initial velocity is 2600 feet a second. The shells 
are effective at a distance of 12 miles.

A GLASS HOUSE FIGHT. 
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MONEY-TRUST PROFITS. 
From the New York World. 
How money breeds money, particu- 
larly as respects the profits from lend- 
ing other people’s money, is instructive- 
ly set forth in the summary made by 
‘he Wall Street Journal of the reports 
of the National City Bank, the National 
Pank of Commerce, the First Naticnal 
and the Chase National to the Comp- 
troller of the Currency. The National 
City Bank reported a four years’ in- 


erease of surplus and: undivided profits 


of $12,500,000 on a capital stock of $25,- 
(00,000. But it is the record of the First 
National that best exhibits the enor- 
mous potentiality of wealth in the use 
cf depositors’ funds: 

“For a number of years prior to 1901 
the bank paid dividends of 100 per cent 
annually on a@ capital of $500,000. In 1902 
a dividend of 1900 per cent was de- 
clared, the largest ever paid by a bank- 
ing institution up to that time, for the 
rurpose of increasing the capital to 
$10,000,000. On this capitalization the 
bank pard a 2 per cent dividend annu- 
ally until 1906, when it was increased 
to 21% per cent, with an extra dividend 
of 5 per cent. In 1906 the rate was in- 
creased to 26% per cent and in 1907 to 
S2 per cent. 

“A dividend of 100 per cent was de- 
clared in 198, which, however, was 
never paid directly to the stockholders. 
but was used to organize the First Se- 
curity Co., the stock of which was is- 
sued in the name of the stockholders 
of the First National and then trusteed 
to the bank. , Since then two dividends 
have been clared, one on the bank 
stock amounting to 20 per cent regular 
and 8 per cent extra, and the other on 
the First Security stock amounting to 
12 per cent. This year the bank stock 
was put on @ regular 28 per cent rate, 
which, added to the dividend on the se- 
curity company, gives the stockholders 
a regular 40 per cent dividend. On May 
20, 1907, thé surplus and undivided prof- 
its of the bank amounted to $19,749, 500, 
and it reported in the same items on 
June 7, $20,906,700. The dividends in 
ihose five years, including the 100 per- 
cent extra, totaled over $22,000,000.’" 

Compared with the profits of the 
Money Trust, the earnings of industrial 
trusts on their invested capital appear 
paltry. It is not from oll, steel and 
tobacco that the greatest gains come, 
but from money-changing and the ex- 
ploitation of the proceeds of industry. 

As Woodrow Wilson said in his speech 
at Harrisburg last night: “The great 
monopoly in_this country ig the money 
monopoly.”

The Western Rowing Club. eight-

The Westerns were the original spon- 
sors for the trophy. Next year it is 
almost certain that the race will be 
held in the fall and that the contest 
will be three miles downstream instead 
of two miles against the current. 

Oarsmen declare that . two miles 
egainst the Mississippi current in an 
eight is equal to rowing four miles in 
still water. 

Too Great a Strain. 

College oarsmen for vears have been 
thinking of shortening their races, 
which at present are four miles, as it 
has been repeatgdly stated that a four- 
mile struggle hurts the oarsmen’s 
health. 

A number of the oarsmen in Sunday’s 
jrace practically collapsed in their boats 
after the finish and it was some time 
before the crews were able to row to 
shore and get out of the boats. The 
race demonstrated the fact that Johnny 
Joachim, captain and amateur coach of 
the Westerns, is a success as a teach- 
er. The Westerns had been unable to 
dv anything in thé local rowing world 
for several years until Joachim replaced 
the professional coach, Fred .Piaisted, 
this spring.

ARE ACTIVE IN 
THE NORTHWEST 


The scene of activity in the wheat mar- 
ket Monday shifted to the Northwest, 
where reports of high temperatures sent 
Minneapolis prices upward. Canada “re- 
ported an unusual hot wave, with the 
mercury at Winnipeg showing 8 de- 
grees early in the morning. 

To add to the bull pressure,: the trade 

worked on the theory: that the ra‘ns 
cf Sunday were scattered, and the 
Southwest left dry and hot. This caused 
good buying in the coarse grains. 

Crop expert B. . Snow*also aided 
hin advance by a bullish report. It 

‘Under date of June 15 returns from 
about one-third of the counties in the 
corn states show that prolonged drouth 
and hot weather have injured corn in 
Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas, Western 
IXansas, Nebraska, south of the Platte, 
Southern Illinois, Indiana and south half 
of Missouri. 

“The injury that is beyond repair is 
roainly confined to Texas and portions of 
Oklahoma and Arkansas. There is a 
heavy shortage of moisture throughout 
the whole belt and there is growing local 
apprehension of possible damage rather 
than actual injury already suffered. In 
the sguthern section of the corn belt, 
nowever, the crop is close to the danger 
line and must receive prompt and ample 
moisture. 

“In the northern district, notably Iowa, 

Northern Nebraska, Illinois and In- 
diana, while there has been a short- 
age of moisture, the rainfall has been 
£0 distributed as to accomplish the 
greatest good and the present situation 
is highly satisfactory. 

The July 1 report will show that the 
crop as a whole starts this year with a 
condition below normal and is dependent 
to an unusual extent upon the regularity 
and perfect distribution of moisture dur- 
ing the rest of the season. 

“Oats promise has gone back rapidly 
since June 1, and state averages in 
southern part of the belt are now sén- 
sationally low. In important districts 
in Oklahoma, Texas, Kansas, Nebraska, 
south of the Platte, Missouri, Southern 
Illinois and Indiana, crop runs from a 
complete failure up to possiple yields of 
five to fifteen bushels per acre. In this 
territory the average rate of yield prom- 
ises now even lower than in 1907 and in 
108. The prospect in Nebraska has de- 
clined rapidly the past two weeks, but in 
lewa and the Northwest high early 
rromise is still maintained. 

‘There is very small change in wheat 
prospects since June 1. Winter wheat 
was prematurely ripened by hot weather 
and is yielding a little below early ex- 
rectations, while spring wheat still 
maintains very high condition.’’ 

Traders drove wheat prices lower at 
Liverpool on favorable weather in Rus- 
sia, and good crop reports from Europe 
and Argentine with lack of demand from 
the Continent. Spot markets there were 
dull, with rain in the United Kingdom, 
Supplies are liberal and Russia continues 
to offer freely with cargoes in poor de- 
mand.

in Philadeiphia. The young woran 
came to this city last February. She 
met Miller ard soon made her hume 
in the Fulton Hall apartments. Her 
avor plate recorded that she was E. 
J. Miller and to those about tne nouse 
she became known as Mrs. Miller. The 
youth visited her frequently. ‘rhe 
quality of her clothing improved and 
the quantity increased. 

She seemed to be getting fonder of 
him every dey and the persons who 
noticed them together saw no diminu- 
tion of affection on his part. His ardor 
waned, however, about two weeks
